Now I believe a much cheaper 
system could be devised by any 
amendment to the Rural Municipal 
Act, increasing the powers of the 
Council to enable them to aid the 
farmers in the purchase of stock by 
a guarantee of notes or bonds on a 
limited scale, then by allowing the 
farmers to do their own purchasing 
of animals direct from the original 
seller. This, of course, would have 
to be done under a plan that would 
fully protect the Municipality, and 
would suggest one on this line: 

A farmer desiring to purchase 
stock would make application to 
the Council for the amount desired, | 
who, after a full investigation 
as to the ability of the appli- 
cant to carry out and profitably | 
handle the preposition, guarantee | 
and negotiate his note. The funds} 
to be placed in a trust account, and 
paid out by the Municipality on the 
order of the farmer, describing the| 
animals bought, and giving a first|

lien on them and increase. These notes 


should run three to tive years, bearing | 
say 7 per cent, interest payable annually, | 
and tirst payment of principal in two 
years, balance annually thereafter, the 


business of each Municipality to be 
contined within its own boundaries. 

A resolution covering this matter will 
be introduced in the Convention of Rural 
Municipalities, and it would be a good 
thing it the different Municipalities 
would take the matter up, as also the 
different U.F.A, units, and discuss it
